Civil SeiflH Sifotui. 


PROUD*.SCE, August 1. At the meeting of 


tho civil service Iwigue to-day George William 
Curtis delivered tbe annual address. In Uie 
course of which he wuruily commended 
President Arthur's appointments of members 
of tho civil service commission, 
Had the 


pHdidenLdesited he migutliaVe defeated the 
purpose ot the 1'endleton Dill by appointing 
-unfriendly commissioners. This action was 
evidence ot the president's desire to give tho 
reform system fair play, and more significant 
because of the president's previous course 
and bis faith In the necessity to the party of 
the spoils system. 


At a business meeting after the oration, 


Curtis was unanimously elected president. 
Hitchcock, of. St, Eoute,presented a resolution 
that in tbe opinion of the league It was Indis 
pnnanble for the complete roforrri"ortrio civil 
service that conk-ess should repeal the act of 
May 15,1830 and acts supplementary thereto 
now embodied In sections 9C9, 1,846, 2,213, 
2,383,2,013 and 3,830, revised statutes, by 
which the tenure of administration officers 
was fixed at four years.

principles and to sound buslmwf. methods and 
tdvocales as a most urgent step In reform a 
return to Uie narly practice of the gov eminent, 
under which fidelity nud good behavior of 
public servants, as tu tho case of private 
agents, was made the sole condition of con- 
tinuance of Uicir employment.

Referring to our article of i«st week on tbe 


subject of piobabte cbangn ID the milling 
law, so far as assessments are omcoued, It Is 
right to mention that the policy of allowing 
mineral lauds to be patented Is liable u be- 
questioned when the question cornea up In 
con*i//i« in the early days of California, no 
such thing as a patented claim nmj e«er heard 
of, The miners In each district *<<ed the 
ar™ of gifiinil which «n Individual Wus sup 
posed to be able to wash for gold, and he was 
allowed to occupy that are* and no more. 
When he stopped work anyone could relocaM 
the lUtiund. He never had any title bat a 
possessory title, but such confidence did this 
Inspire that millions ot dollars neieexpended 
In ilumes and other Improvements on lands so 
held. It Is not until a lapse of many years 
not. Indeed, until the placer raining hid be- 
gun to decline In California— that the United 
States began to Issue patents on mineral land 
In tint state. 


A similar "custom of miners" was adopted 


hi Australia, when placer gold was found 
there, and iu South Africa In the d'ainnnd 
fields it sooms to have given gene.»l satis- 
faction In these countries, as It now does in 
Mexico 


If tbe rule were adopted In this country 


that no more mineral land could be patented, 
but that It could be held indefinitely by pos- 
snaiory title so long as It WM regularly 
worked, One of the great evils ot the present 
system— the monopolization ot large tracts of 
mineral bBaring teultofy by corporations or 
groody Individuals for purpoow of specula- 
tion— would be cured, and It is quite likely 
that tbe develonment of tbe mineral ttgiou 
would proceed more rapidly.
